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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group A, claim(s) 1-8, and 15, are drawn to directed to a method of providing a digital 
data item to a user, the user having registered on a server so that the user information 
has been stored in a User Information Database, an application also having been 
associated with a user terminal by encoding a unique identifier of the user terminal in 
the application; the unique identifier also having been stored in the User Information 
Database. 



Group B, claim(s) 9-14, and 16-27, are drawn to a method of transferring a digital data 
item from an originator terminal to a recipient terminal where an originator application on 
the originator terminal requests the transfer of the digital data item, the request being 
transmitted to a server; a recipient application on the recipient terminal accepting 
the request for transfer of the digital data item, the request being transmitted from the 
server; deleting the digital data item from the originator terminal; and, transmitting the 
digital data item from the server to the recipient terminal. 



The inventions listed as Groups A and B do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

With regards to claim group A, it is considered that encoding a unique identifier of the 
user terminal in the application comprises a first "special technical feature". 

With regards to claim group B, the deleting of the digital data item from the originator 
terminal is considered to comprise a second separate "special technical feature".
